GOOD WORK DONE 
RY LEGISLATORS 


R E SU M E OF T H E SESSIO N T H A T 
HAS JU S T EN D ED . 


Many Good Neasures W ere Passed; 
the Business W as Transacted H ar­ 
moniously; no Bills W ere Vetoed, 
and Snares 
and Pitfalls 
W ere 
Avoided. 


The session of the legislature which 
has just closed was productive of many 
good laws. 
A well informed corres­ 
pondent, who was at the capitol dur­ 
ing the entire session says th a t it has 
to its credit, first and 
foremost, the 
passage of a bill for the establishm ent 
of a home for the feeble minded. Wis­ 
consin was far behind her sister states 
in provision for the care of th a t class 
of unfortunates and there had been a 
demand for a state home for a long 
tim e. 
The democratic adm inistration 
had refused to establish one and it 
w as proper th a t th e first republican 
legislature should do it. 
T hen it has 
made provisicns for the safe keeping 
of the priceless historical library th a t 
is know n wherever students of Ameri­ 
can history are, and th a t is another 
long m ark to its credit. 
I t has created a board of im migra­ 
tion which it is believed will do much 
to develope the great northern p art of 
th e state and may be of incalculable 
value to the state. 
Of great moment 
tQ the northern p art of the state, too, 
is the law for the preservation of life 
and property from forest fires, another 
experim ent for which the legislature 
is to be praised. 
T h e A r b itr a tio n L a w . 


For the workingmen everywhere in 
t h e state the arbitration law has been 
passed and, if it does one-half w hat its 
author claims for it, th a t bill alone 
will repay all th a t this session has 
cost. 
For the labor unions there is 
th e law protecting their labels and 
m aking it a misdemeanor to im itate 
them or sell goods bearing imitation 
labels. 
F cr the railroad men there is 
t h e blacklist bill, and for the street 
car men the bill compelling the street 
car companies to put vestibules on 
their cars by a year from next Novem­ 
ber. 
W ith all this and m any less im­ 
p o rtan t measures in his behalf the 
laboring man has no right to complain 
of the legislature’s work. 
T he farmer, and for th a t m atter the 
general public, has been protected by 
th e passage of the law relating to 
filled cheese and butterine. 
The poor 
people of the burned district of the 
n o rth have had $10,000 given them 
for the purchase of seed grain. 
The 
aid to old soldiers has been increased. 
T he soldiers dead have been remem­ 
bered by an appropriation for b a ttle ­ 
field monuments. 
The soldiers’ home 
saloon bill was killed by dint of hard 
w ork on the p art of 
the brewers’ 
lobby, 
but a 
two-and-one-half-mile 
lim it was fixed for the Waupaca home, 
and a way was provided for treating 
inebriates a t county expense. A list of 
m in o r beneficial measures m ight be 
continued indefinitely. 


T h e A n ti P a ss B ill. 


Many people believe th a t mistakes, 
political and otherwise were made in 
th e killing of the anti-pass resolution 
and in the passage of acme other bill, 
b u t something of a reform has been 
m ade by cutting cfi the allowance of 
officials and employes for 
mileage 
made on passes, and a 
very decided 
reform was inaugurated by p issing a 
bill reducing the num ber 
ot legisla­ 
tive employes one half. 
Along the 
same line were the bills changing the 
m anner of paying the accounts of the 
state board of control and compelling 
itemized and verified accounts from all 
th e departments. 
T he legislature deserved as much 
praise fcr killing the 
things th a t 
it killed as fcr passing the things th at 
it passed. 
The session was just the length of 
th e last session, 102 days, and a count 
will probably show th a t the number 
of laws passed were greater. 
W o r k e d A t A D isa d v a n ta g e . 
I t was placed a t a disadvantage 
in m any ways from the outset. 
It 
h ad the disadvantage of having been 
elected by a combination of many 
elem ents which had equal claims upon 
it for the favorable considerations of 
th e principles and ideas advocated by 
them ; it had the disadvantage of fol­ 
lowing a democratic adm inistration 
th a t purposely left things in such 
chape th a t the new adm inistration 
would find itself in a dilemma, either 
horn of which would be unpopular, 
and it had 
the 
disadvantage 
of 
having 
to 
face 
a 
public 
opinion th a t expected too much. 
If it 
had complied w ith half the demands 
made upon it by conflicting factions 
it would have involved the state in 
tw o years of discord; if it had under­ 


taken to follow democratic precedent 
in its financiering it would have neg­ 
lected its duty to the people in the 
m atter of public improvements it was 
asked to make it would have laid & 
heavy burden of taxation on the peo­ 
ple. 
Hat! 
N o 
S q u a b b les. 
The relations between the presiding 
officers ana the members were the 
pleasantest, and during the whole ses­ 
sion there was not a single appeal 
from the decision of the chair in either 
house. 
It was rem arkable for many 
things: For the fact th a t not a single 
veto was sent in by tile governor; 
for 
the long and desperate struggles over 
the church taxation bill, the county 
op4ion 
bill, woman’s suffrage, the 
anti-pass 
resolution, 
the 
soldiers* 
home bill; far the scarcity of passes, 
and for the fact th a t in spite of th at 
not a single railroad measure was 
passed. 
It worked hard, strived to do 
what it believed was right, and when 
its work comes to be tested, it will 
probably be decided th a t it was a 
pretty fair sort of a legislature after 
all.

N ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO AFC 
timieers aud the Sale of roods at Auction. 
The Mayor aud Common Council of the City 
of Janesville no ordain as fo'lows: 
Section 1. No person shall within the limits 
of the city of Janesville, sell or offer for sale at 
auction, any personal property whatever, with 
out having first obtained a license according to 
the provisions < f tills ordinance. • 
Section 2.—The sum to be paid for the licence 
m entioned in this ordinance shall be fifty dol­ 
lo p , and any person or firm receiving a license 
under this ordinance shall pay into the city 
treasury ten per cent of the gross amount of all 
sales at auction made by him or them of all 
goods belonging to non-residents of the city, ex­ 
cept live stock. o n application "of any person 
or firm, the common council may direct the 
der k to issue to the person or firm applying 
therefor, on complying with the ©anditi us of 
this ordinance, a license for the sale of personal 
property at auction within the limits of the city. 
Such license shall be for the term of one year 
unless sooner revoked by the common council, 
and shall not be transferable. 
Section 3.—B fore any license shall be issued 
to any person or firm, tne person or firm apply 
mg therefor shall pay into the citv treasury the 
sum of fifty dollars, and shall deliver to the city 
clerk the treasurer's receipt therefor, together 
with a bond in favor of the city of Janesville, 
executed by the pc son or firm applying for 
such license, with two or more sureties, to he 
approved by the city cierk in the penal sum of 
five hundred dollars, conditioned th at the per­ 
son or firm receiving such license shall keep a 
true and accurate account of the gross amout.t 
of all sales at a-ction made by such person < r 
firm within the city of Janesville, during the coi:- 
tinuauce cf such license; that on the first Mon­ 
day of each and every month lie or they will de­ 
liver to the city clerk a sworn statem ent, show­ 
ing the gross amount of all sales at auction 
made by such person or firm during the preced 
jug month, together with the names and resi­ 
dence of the owners of the property so sold, and 
the amount of said property belonging to each 
of said owners, th at the person or firm receiv­ 
ing said license will als©, at the end of each and 
every mon Ii, pay into the city treasury ten lier 
cent of the gross amount of ail sales at auction 
of goods belonging to nm i-residents ol the city, 
except live stock made by said person or firm 
during the m onth; and that Hie person or firm 
receiving such license will obey ad ordinances 
of said city relating to the sale ut property at 
auction. 
Section 4.—Not Iii g hi this ordinance sin h be 
construed, as in any way affecting th© right of 
any person to sell without license,or tile sale of 
any property by virtue of a chattel mortgage, 
or of a rule, order or judgment of a court, or any 
law of this state orot the United States respect­ 
ing the collection of any tax or duty, or iu e n- 
sequenee of a geneial assignment of property or 
e f fe c ts for the benefit of creditors; or of prop­ 
erty bel nging to th© Mate or to the United 
States, o r w lien made by or on behalf of an ex­ 
ecutor o r adm inistrator. 
Sections. Any person violating any provis 
ion of this ordinance shall ay a penalty of not 
more than fifty dollars nor less than ten dollars. 
Section 6. Allo* der*?, ordinances and resohi 
tions in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 
Section 7.—This ordinance shall take effect
